ob Wasylyshen rarely closes 
B the door to his fourth-floor 

office. The 29-year veteran of 
‘the Edmonton Police Service 
wants to stay as connected as pos- 
sible with the 1,100 officers under 
his command. It’s precisely that 
hands-on style that assured his 
confirmation last month, from 
interim to permanent chief of 
police. 

The Yorkton, Sask. native, who’s 
known affectionately as ‘Woz’ by 
the rank-and-file, has the unenvi- 
able task of restoring the force’s 
morale after two years of intense, 
humiliating scrutiny over allega- 
tions that some EPS members 
were too cosy with gangland erimi- 
nals and that the previous chief, 
John Lindsay, had sat idly by while 
it, happened. Since the allegations 
were made, three separate investi- 
gations have been conducted, the 
final one iy Wasylyshen -himself, 
immediately after he replaced 
Lindsay last January. All have 

cleared the department of any cor- 
ruption allegations and Lindsay of 
any wrongdoing 

Wasylyshen presented his report 
to the Edmonton Police Commis- 
sion last month, just weeks after 
his confirmatior chief. That pre- 
sentation will likely set the tone 
for his tenure as the city’s highest- 
ranking cop. He pointedly told 
reporters the case is closed and it’s 
time to refocus on the job of polic- 
ing the city. Since then, he has 
steadfastly refused to publicly 
release his report, saying the pub- 
lic will have to trust him and the 
appointed police commission and 
that with exception of one linger- 
ing criminal investigation, the mat- 
ter has been resolved. 

SEE Magazine caught up with 
Wasylyshen a week after he closed 
the books on one of the EPS’s 
darkest chapters. 





SEE: On Oct. 18 you explained 
at great length why you couldn't 
release the report, but surely there 
are parts of it that could help clear 
up any doubt — an executive sum- 
mary, for example.

The Canadian Association for 
Community Living purports to 
have taken the issue up with 
assistant director Tim Willis, who 
declined to remove the image of 
Latimer from the tape or from the 
program.

get that he is such a brilliant harmonica player. 

Monday night at Blues on Whyte in the Commercial 
Hotel with Hummel and his band felt like a rockin’ week- 
end — a packed house, lots of dancers and the requisite 
respectful rank and file of young blues guys, there to 
learn and support. At a typical blues gig here, you'd usu- 
ally see a player like guitarist Jim Guibosh either on stage 
or in the crowd. This night he was on the dance floor. 

Always a consummate showman, Hummel has main- 
tained his high standard of performance entertainment, 
from snazzy clothes to a crackerjack backup band. He's 
got a trio of young musicians behind him that can play 
like old men. 

“That’s the idea,” smiles Hummel. 

They work their way through the songs with a sure- 
ness that comes with being on the road together for 
years. 

Hummel knows how to put together a show and he 
also knows how to put together a song. He carefully 
chooses the appropriate approach for the context of the 
tune and a suitable key and style for his vocal. The set list 
that night was culled from all nine of Hummel’s record- 
ings, with material that demonstrates his mastery of the 
harmonica. 

Touted as one of the top harpmen today, Hummel is a 
virtuoso in the truest sense of the word — great tech- 
nique (he’s renowned for his tongue-blocking), and 
skilled at a variance of styles, from West Coast to jump, 
swing and Chicago blues. 

A signature show-stopper for him has always been the 
classic shuffle Hand Jive, where he can show off his con- 
siderable skill with speed and phrasing.

Along with her band Weeping 
Tile, Harmer was in constant 
motion through the mid to late 
1990s, releasing an EP and’'two 
albums and logging many hours in 
that very same van. And, as up- 
and-comers, Weeping Tile were 
more than happy to find a floor to 
sleep on at the end of the night. 

“Oh yeah. There were some 
floors and couches. I'm familiar 
with that. Yeah. But now we're 
staying in nice hotels.” 

And yet some things never 
change. “We've got the big old 
Weeping Tile van. Got 423,000 
clicks on it and driving like a 
dream. It’s got a bunk in it. There’s 
five of us on tour, so it’s actually 
got some good sleeping space.” 

Back on the road it is, this time 
in support of Harmer’s second solo 
album, You Were Here. Mostly 
mid-tempo folk rock and down- 
beat ballads, the album is buoyed 
by thoughtful arrangements and 
subtle musical colourations: organ,

Nova Scotian blues trio finally making their mark on national scene

t took Carson Downey a little 
[esi to figure out he was 

meant to be a blues singer and 
guitarist. First of all, he wasn't in 
the most likely place for it — 
North Preston, N.S. Secondly, he 
didn’t even listen to the blues 
when he started playing music. 

“Before I put this band togeth-

er, | was playing.a lot of other 
stuff too, eh?” Downey says in a 
friendly-but-bewildering mix of 
bluesman grow! and Maritime 
drawl. “I was playing, like, funk 
and R&B and all that other jive. 
Then my brother-in-law turned 
me on to the blues, asked me if 
I'd like to come out and check 
out this blues band downtown his 
uncle was playing in. I said okay.” 
He said okay Two weeks later 
he was playing guitar for Joe 
Murphy and the Water Street 
Band, a gig that lasted three 
years. 
“Then I knew what I wanted to 
do. I wanted to play the blues.” 
He also knew he didn’t. want to 
be a manual labourer anymore, 
“After doing construction 
work, so much layin’ ashfill and 
all that stuff, back-breaking 
work, I said to myself there’s got 
to be an easier way. I mean, this 
is not easy — it’s hard — but it’s 
not like ashfill work, Pl tell you 
that. Standing in hot ashfill in the 
summertime, the boots’ll burn 
right off your feet. It’s not the 
way to make a dollar, y’know. 
Lugging cement in wheelbarrows 
and shit, it’s just not the way. But 


Marlowe Smith, Carson Downey and Murray Downey kick 





out a lot of blues for just three men. 


I told myself, li never do it 
again.” 

So he got his brother Murray to 
play drums and his brother-in-law 
Marlowe Smith to play bass and 
they knocked about the East 
Coast blues scene for a decade, 
playing hundreds of shows, get- 
ting tight, winning fans. Someone 
had to notice. 

“It happened in Halifax that we 
were playing at the East Coast 
Music Awards, they had a 74- 
hour jam session and I happened 
to be playing. And , Andrew 
McCain of Loggerhead Records 
was there and I was laying it 
down pretty heavy and he wanted 
to know who I was. .. That’s 
where the break come from, but 
why it took so long I don’t know. 
I don’t think the right eyes were 
there, the right listeners.” 

Downey signed a three-record 
deal with Loggerhead, the prima- 
ry fruit of which has been All the 
Way, spotlighting Downey's burn- 
ing trio, gussied up with horns,

Hammond organ, piano and 
female backup singers. The 
essential ingredients, however, 
are more basic.

The Dutch-born Porcelijn, who 
has led the orchestra since 1995, 
describes the genesis of the TSO. 

“The orchestra always could 
attract quite a good number of 
good quality conductors and 
soloists. Bit by bit it established a 
name and promoted itself also by 
making quite a large number of 
recordings. A lot of (the guest) 
conductors carried the name of 
the Tasmanian Symphony around 
with them overseas.” 

One way in which the orchestra 
has been able to promote itself 
internationally is through regional 
and international tours. Over the 
years the orchestra has performed 
in Israel, Greece, South Korea,

Less dependent on the trappings of 1970's rock than say, Tricky Woo, 
Vancouver’s John Ford instead shrug off genre distinctions and plow 
ahead, reminding us just how uresistible three chord rock can be when 
written with style and verve. There's a littie country, (Hardisty), a dollop 
of crunching riff rock (Carry It) and nary a misstep to be heard on the 
whole disc. They could be the Replacements, if those iconic mid-western- 
ers were a little less self-absorbed; John Ford sound touched by a group 
closer to home: Jr. Gone Wild. Hmmm. . . wasn't rock music supposed to 


be dead?

Hollow Water 

directed by Bonnie Dickie

Hollow Waiter is the name of an 
Ojibway reserve in Manitoba that 
developed its own solution to the 
endemic cycle of physical and sex- 
ual abuse in this small community 
— statistics suggest as many as 
two-thirds of the population have 
been sexually abused. 

Using the traditional healing cir- 
cle asa way to allow offenders to 
identify their problems and begin 
confronting their own abuse, this 
community has become a model 
for other programs dealing with 
sexual abuse, as well as physical 
and substance abuse and youth 
crime. 

It is one community’s way of 
dealing with its horrendous social 
problems through methods that 
address its systemic and historical 
contexts. Rather than seeking to 
merely punish the guilty, counsel- 
lors are drawn from within the 
community. They participate in a 
traditional healing circle that 
brings together offenders and vic- 
tims to talk openly about the 
abuse. These are individuals who 
understand best what is necessary 
and are often personally invested 
in the work — one counsellor was 
once an offender himself. 

It’s not easy. One couple spends 
three years on probation and coun- 
selling before their children are 
returned to them. Acknowledging 
responsibility as well as participat- 
ing in this unique healing and jus- 
tice system allows this family to 
own up to its past and stop the 
cycle of abuse. The rest of the 
community has a chance to offer 
its support, as well as have a voice’ 
in the decisions of the court. 

Hollow Water’s story is at once 
disturbing and hopeful and its 
power lies in showing this commu- 
nity’s ability to move past despair, 
silence and repeated victimization 
of its children. *k*&*

Veteran journalist 
Kevin McKiernan witnessed the 
near-genocidal tactics of the 
Turkish military first-hand, but 
when he tried to tell the story back 
home, he found that no broadcast- 
ers were interested. Through the 
course of his documentary, we get 
a clear picture of the steady 
stream of betrayals the Kurds have 
experienced thanks to Western 
foreign policy, how the U.S. col- 
ludes with foreign nations in 
harassing dissidents, and how 
“unpopular” versions of world 
affairs are deleted by the mass 
media. 

An interesting aspect of the film, 
though, is the fact that McKiernan 
can’t shake his TV news roots; 
with his sonorous voice, news-at- 
six delivery and ear for a sound 
bite, McKiernan replicates the 
techniques of TV news to tell a 
story TV news (and papers and 
radio) was apparently afraid to 
touch. 

Lest all this sound too academic, 
McKiernan also follows the lives of 
a Kurdish family who have immi- 
grated to the U.S. and the harass- 
ment they experience once the 
eldest-son becomes a lobbyist in 
Washington for Kurdish rights. 
Eye-opening, disturbing and 
strangely optimistic, Good Kurds, 
Bad Kurds forces you to think 
about what you know and how 
you know it, amongst other wor-

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Billy Elliot succeeds with grace, honesty

WF rom the producers of Four 
Fi eddings and a Funeral 
and Notting Hill,” trumpets 
the promotional bumf, but Billy 
Elliot shares little with those films 
— that’s why you should see it. 

Eleven-year-old Billy wants to 
dance. The lad can barely walk 
from place to place without res- 
ponding to the rhythm in his head. 
Sent to learn boxing, he instead 
gravitates toward the ballet class 
that shares the gym. Billy’s dad 
and elder brother are striking coal 
miners, on the front lines of the 
pitched battles with police that 
beset Thatcher's Britain. Neither 
of them is overly enthused about 
ballet, especially as it pertains to 
Billy — he’s a boy, after all. Billy’s 
ballet teacher, on the other hand, 
encourages him to audition for the 
Royal Ballet School. 

Conflict ensues, you mutter. 
Quite right. 

But wait. First-time feature-film 
director Stephen Daldry and writer 
Lee Hall! rigourously tag all those 
bits of time-worn business Holly- 
wood has trained us to endure 
numbly. Then they studiously — 
and gleefully — confound our 
expectations. Every time you're 
sure that you've stepped into a 
minefield of sentimentality, sure

that you’re about to be jerked 
around violently, the bombs just 
don’t go off. In fact, the characters 
(and the audience) often get 
razzed gently for expecting to 
indulge maudlin emotions. 

Story lines featuring sacrifice 
and perseverance are regularly 
debased in cinema megaplexes. 
Characters routinely grapple with 
feeble opposition (“Nobody 
believes in me”) and witless, 
unpitiable dilemmas (“Can I com- 
mit to this impossibly attractive 
and sage person?”). But even as 
Billy’s dancing defies gravity, 
Daldry is sure to graphically 
remind us that the obstacles to his 
happiness — poverty, civil unrest, 
family discord, intolerance — are 
real and heavy. 

The devotion to realism shows 
up in unexpected places. When 
dance sequences waltz into film, 
logic typically executes a grand 
jeté in the direction of the wings. 
We seldom have the sense, howev- 
er, that Billy's impromptu dancing 
exists outside of real life, duct- 
taped awkwardly into the proceed- 
ings. 

Instead, it erupts as a natural, 
believable expression of his exu- 
berance, joy, frustration and rage. 





(Jamie Bell, who plays Billy, can 


really dance. He can really act too, 
despite this being his first step as a 
thespian.) 

Daldry’s filmmaking comprises a 
catalogue of virtues. Chief among 
these is patience. Hollywood and 
its co-conspirators promise us fre- 
quent and facile release from ten- 
sion, but we're left feeling empty. 
Here, you come by your feelings 
honestly, but you'll have to wait 
with the characters for resolution. 
The effect is sometimes excruciat- 
ing. 

More than once, Dad’s head 
resembles nothing so much as the 
vibrating valve on a pressure cook- 
er that’s about to explode. And 
you're unlikely to encounter a 
more potent episode of unconsum- 
mated passion than the one fea- 
tured in this film. That it occurs 
between two 11-year-olds reflects 
the filmmakers’ distaste for the 
predictable and conventional. The 
scene also underscores Daldry’s 
respect for his audience. He 
doesn't tell you what to think: 
there’s no music, the camera is sta- 
tionary. Because there are no crib 
notes, you can’t help but be 
engaged in the lingering moment. 

The American trailer for Billy 
Elliot claims that “inside everyone 
is a secret talent.” The film, howev- 
er, strikingly makes the case that 
only a few have an obvious, irre- 
pressible gift. The exceptional tal- 
ent of Daldry and Hall may be that 
even as they celebrate virtuosity, 
they keep us mindful of the people 
left behind.

Jann Arden ought to stick to singing

y timing was even more off last week- 

end than usual. The abbreviated 

Scooby Review Gang (Ray and myself) 
was in Calgary and had arranged to meet 
another friend (Mike) at the Arden Diner 
the next day for brunch when Ray noticed 
the story. Yup, | had just picked a restau- 
rant to visit that had gotten a big write-up 
in The Globe and Mail! So much for getting 
a table with any semblance of grace. 
ARRRGGGH! 

Oh well. At least I could do some very 
low intensity research. 

So, aecording to Toronto’s national 
newspaper, the Arden Diner is the brain- 
child of Canadian rock queen Jann Arden 
and an attempt to ride the wave of nostal- 
gia surrounding retro-1950's diners. Arden 
and her restaurant manager/cook brother 
promise the height in not only retro-styling, 


but tasty comfort food to boot. 

So far so good. I personally love tradi- 
tional comfort food (when done with some 
verve) and | am a fan of the old-fashioned 
diner. Calgary, as I've written here in the 
past, does the whole diner thing very well 
— the Galaxie and Nelli’s just to name two 
— and hopefully now the Arden Diner (just 
a few blocks down 17th from Nelli’s) would 
follow in the same grounded tradition. 

Despite having agreed to meet at noon, 
Ray and I showed up at 11:30, figuring there 
would be a lineup and we'd have to wait far 
too long for a table. Sure enough, there was 
a lineup and we did have to wait. 

Fortunately Mike showed up not too long 
after us and we were able (miracle of mira- 
cles) to snag three open seats at the shiny 
aluminum counter. 

Shiny was destined to be the word of the 
day it seemed, for that would be the best 


word to describe the joint, from its shiny 
aluminum exterior to its gleaming light fix- 
tures and trim to the uptown polish of the 
staff — not very retro a package if you ask 
me.
